By Evelyn Eaton 

Following the extraordinary

Glaciers are res- 
ponsible for the shape of most 
of the countryside of Ontario. 
Five times in the last million 
years eontinental glaciers have 
formed in northern Canada and 


spread outward. 

The jast of the glacial periods 
occurred “between 50,000 and 
100,000 years ago, The centre 
of the glacier formed was some- 
where near Hudson Bay and _ it 
reached down to, and somewhat 
beyond, the Great Lakes. As it 
slid south it gouged out the lake 
basins of the Pre-Cambrian shield, 
the rock-rimmed bodies of water 
that are so common in Muskoka 
and’ Haliburton. Further south -it 
melted leaving great piles of de- 
bris known as’ moraines. These 
are usually gravel or sand _ hills 
and are common along Lake On- 
tario. Great boulders were some- 
times carried by the ice and as it 
melted these were dropped, They 
can be seen to-day almost every- 
where in old Ontario. 


Return of Animals 


The old glaciers: had a profound 
effect on the animals and plants. 
Of course, nothing could live on 
the ice so the animals had to re- 
treat and if unable to do so per- 
ished as did the plants. Later 
when the ice began to melt the 
animals and plants came back. 
This was a slow process,'a few 
miles gained in one summer 
would be lost in the winter, but 
gradually the ice gave way and 


_our familiar animals took over 


the land. jut they were much 
different from those that lived pre- 
vious to the ice age, their sojourn 
in the south had changed many 
until they were quite different 
creatures.

Spinach and Prunes Head 
the List — Baked Potatoes, 
' Raisins Are Good, Too 


The popeye jokes about spinach 
are not entirely without foundation, 
judging by a chart recently issued 
by the Ontario Provincial Depart- 
ment of Health, which shows, that 
spinach is still the most generous 
source of iron for human dietary. 
A mere half-cupful of the cooked 
vezetable will supply one-fourth of 
the daily quota needed by a child, 
and one-third of that necessary to 
en adult, 

However, as few children—or 
adults either for that matter—are 
so fond of spinach that they can 
eat it every day, other sources must 
be found. Prunes are about the next 
best bet. Five of these, cooked, 
yield about half as much 4ron as 
does the half-cupful of spinach. 

_MILK CONTRIBUTES LITTLE 

{ IRON 

A medium sized baked potato, a 
slice of cooked meat, an egg or 
eight dates are all of about equal 
value, each yielding about one 
tenth of the child's daily supply.

With every jar fized now with 
jelly or some of the many, many 
kinds of delicious conserves the 
homemaker has an extra touch 
for some future meal. 1 wonder 
if you all know, that you may 
obtain from the department of 
Agriciilture at Ottawa (Market- 
ing Service) théir bulletin on 
“Canning Foods and Vegetables.” 


This is a valuable bulletin and 
should be in every home. 
The general rules for jelly- 


making are well known and have 
been given in this column before, 
but I feel that due to the large 
number of requests on this sub- 
ject, they should be repeated. 
Unless adding pectin, it is bet- 
ter to use underripe food, Wash 
fruit and place in kettle over the 
fire adding just enough water to 
prevent burning. Cores and peel- 
ings should not be discarded — 


they do contain much natural 
pectin and also many vitamins. 
Heat slowly to boiling; crush 


thoroughly and cook until the 
fruit is soft. Turn into jelly bag 
(always wring jelly bag out of 
warm water) and drain overnight, 

There is a test for pectin, 
which is very valuable to remem- 
ber. One tablespoon of fruit 
juice and 1 teaspoon sugar and 
% tablespoon Epsom Salts. Stir 
until dissolved and allow to stand 
for twenty minutes. If a jelly- 
like mass forms immediately, 
there is a large amount of pectin 
in the fruit and you should use 
1 cup of sugar to 1 cup of juice. 
If small flaky substances are 
formed, there is a small amount 
of pectin and you should use 
from two-thirds to three-quarters 
of a cup to the cup of juice. If 
the juice remains liquid it con- 
tains no pectin and will not jell 
without the addition of pectin. 
This may be supplied by the ad- 


dition of commercial] pectin or 
from fruit juice rich in pectin 
such as underripe apples (the 


cores are a great assistance.) 

Boil 
minutes, have the required am- 
ount of sugar heating in the oven; 
measure and: add to' hot juice. 
Stir until sugar is dissolved, Boil 
from five to twelve minutes, Now 
try for the test: either when 
dropped from a spoon the juice 
will form threads, or it will form 
a sheet dropping from the spoon. 

Pour into heated sterile glasses, 
Allow to cool; cover with paraf- 
fin. Store in a cool dry place. 

Raspberry Jam 
2 quarts raspberries 
6 cups sugar 
1 cup lemon juice. 

Combine sugar and berries and 
allow to stand in an earthenware 
dish overnight.. In the morning 
place over heat, adding the lemon 
juice (many prefer apple juice) 
and boil until it sheets from the 


spoon. 
Raspberry and Gooseberry Jam 
1 quart raspberries 
j quart gooseberries 
3% lbs. sugar 
j pint water. 


Prepare gooseberries and allow 
to cook until soft. Try to choose 
large and soft berries, Add rasp- 
berries and cook until well mixed; 
then add sugar and: cook until 
thick (about 40 minutes), Turn 
into jelly glasses and seal in the 
usual way. 

Rhubarb ‘Marmalade (Request) 

1 quart rhubarb cut fine 

1 quart sugar 

Juice and grated 
oranges 

% cup chopped walnuts. 

Prepare fruit and cover with 
the sugar and allow to stand over- 
night. In the morning, place on 
heat until sugar is dissolved, Boil 
rapidly until clear, Remove 
from the fire; add the nuts, mix 
well and pour into glasses, seal- 
ing in the usual way. 


Cherry and Gooseberry Conserve 
2 cups ripe gooseberries 

2 cups pitted red cherries 
&.cups sugar 

1 cup liquid pectin 

1 cup. chopped almonds. 

Put fruit through mincer. Mea- 
sure and combine with sugar. Mix 
well and bring to boil, atirring 
constantly. Add nuts; boil for 1 
minute. Remove from fire, stir 
in pectin, Stir and boil one min- 
ute longer. Turn into hot sterile 
jars and seal in the usual way.

Canada’s Traffic 
Deaths Increase 


Total Was Much Higher In 
1940——Toll For Canada Larg- 
est in Fifteen-Year Period— 
746 Die In Ontario 


Preliminary figures indicate 
“marked increase” in deaths by 
motor vehicle accidents during 1940 
the Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
reported the middle of July. 

“The number of deaths and the 
death rate were the highest record. 
ed during the period 1926-40 for 
which figures for all provinces of 
Canada have been compiled by the 
Bureau,” th ereport sald. 

The Bureau estimated thete were 
1,709 deaths attributable to motor 
vehicle accidents im 1940, compared 
with 1,584 in 1939. The death rate 
was 15.0 per 100,000 -population, 
compared with 14.0 the previous 
year and 13.8-in 1938. 


SASKATCHEWAN HE LOWEST 

Motor vehicles aceident deaths 
by provinces, with 1939 figures in 
brackets: Prince Edward Island, 
10 (7); Nova Scotia, 104 (84); New 
Brunswick, 81 (92); Quebec, 434

87 (63); Saskatchewan, 69 (65); 
Alberta, 72 (81); British Columbia, 
116 (120). 

Saskatchewan had the lowest 
vehicle accidents at 6.2 per 100,000 
population, and Alberta was next 
at 9.0.

Wild Carrot is found on roadsides, 
old meadows, pastures, orchards, 
fence lines and waste places. It ig like 
the cultivated carrot in odour and has 
a deep tap root a bristly stem and 
much divided leaves. Flowers are in 
white clusters which curl up when 
mature.

CHRIST : 
Rom. 3:21-31; 5:1, 2; Gal. 3:1-29 
GOLDEN TEXT—As it is writ- 
ten. But the righteous shall live 


by faith.—Rom. 1:17. 


THE LESSON IN ITS SETTING 

Time.—The Epistle to the Rom- 
ahs was written about A.D. 60, 
while the Epistle to the Galatians 
was written, probably, immediat- 
ely before it—about A.D. 68 or 
69. 

Place. — Both these epistles 
were written from the city of 
Corinth, during Paul's third visit 
there; one to the Church at Rome, 
at this time a city that Paul had 
not seen, and the other to the 
churches at Galatia. 

All Men Sinful 

In the preceding lesson the 
Apostle Paul has shown how ut- 
terly guilty of sin all men 
throughout the wérld are; that 


they can only become righteous - 


and find the way to eternal life 
by the help of God. 

Apart from the law a right- 
eousness of God hath been mani- 
fested, being witnessed by the 
law and the prophets. 

22. Even the righteousness of 
God through faith in Jesug Christ 
unto all them that believe; for 
there is no distinction; 23. for all 
have sinned, and fall short of the 
glory of God, There is nothing 
that man in himself can do te 
make himself righteous before 
God, to deliver himself from this 
state of deserved penalty. It is 
not by living as Christ lived that 
we are made righteous before 
God, but by having faith in Christ. 

24, Being justified -freely by 
his grace through the redemption 
that is in Christ Jesus. The mean- 
ing of this passage is hidden from 
us unless we understand the mean- 
ing of the word justify, It means 
to stand before a judge and if 
we are justified by him we are 
declared just or right or right- 
eous. Standing before God we 
are given the righteousness which 
is not in ourselves. We are de- 
livered from the bondage of sin 
by the price that Christ paid in 
his death. 

Righteousness of God 


25. Whom God set forth to be 


@ propitiation, through faith, in 
his blood, to show his righteous- 
ness’ because of passing over of 


the sins done aforetime, in the ' 


forbearance of God. Inasmuch as 
man by sin has broken the law, 
a broken law would indicate judg- 
ment. God is ever insistent upon 
obedience to the Divine Law and 
demands a full punishment for 
sin. _ Righteousness became avail- 
able for us when Christ died for 
us, that is, when He paid the 
penalty for our sins, in His own 
blood, thereby lifting: from us the 
penalty of sin, taking it upon 
Himself, 
26. In the showing, I say of 
his righteousness at this present 
season: that he might himself be 
just, and the justifier of him that 
hath faith in Jesus. 27. Where 
then is the glorying? It is ex- 
cluded.

Q. How can I bore a hole in 
glass?

A. Add a few drops of house- 
hold ammonia to one teaspoonful 
of peroxide. Rub the stains with 
this solution, then wash off, 

Q. How can I remove old wall 
paper from my walls? 

A. Use a strong solution of 
sal-soda and water. Boil the mix- 
ture and apply while hot. After 
a few applications, the soda will 
eat through the glue side and the 
paper will come off readily. 

Q. How can I restore flan- 
nels, that have become hard and 
shrunken, to their former. soft- 
ness? 

A. Soak the flannels in gaso- 
line for a few hours. Then wash 
in soft soapsuds as usual, and 
rinse in clear water of the same 
temperature. 

Q. How can I clean old soiled 
photographs? , 

A. Rub over their surface with 
some soft, white bread. They will 
clean very hicely. 

Q. How can | clean windows 
very well without water? 

A. First wipe the windows 
with a dry dusting cloth; then 
go over them with a soft rag dip- 
ped in kerosene; and finally pol- 
ish with tissue paper or chamois.

Whilst drinxtng water supplies 
have been improved generally, it ls 
not safe to use water from any and 
all sources in out of way places. 
Pollution may be present only at 
infrequent intervals but why take 
a chance. Usually a fire is avail 
able and where this Is so, water for 
drinking or washing raw vegetables 
or cooking utensils should be 
brought to boil before using. EH 
when “vacationng on wheels” a-fire 
is dangerous or out of the question 
the simplest method of purifying 
your water is to chlorinate ft. This 
can be performed quite easily by 
using the chlorine outfit to be had 
for 60 cents a the Ontario Depart- 
ment of Health, Parliament Buikl- 
ings, Toronto, Vacationists or res 
fdents unable to conventently 
secure their chlorine outfit from 
the above source may employ the 
following method: 

TO. PURIFY WATER 

Prepare a solution by adding 
half a teaspoonful of fresh chlort- 
nated lime to one pint of water. 
Use one teaspoonful of this solution 
to ten gallons of water to be puri- 
fied, 36 drops to one gallon, or 9 
drops to one quart. Let the water 
stand. at least 15 minutes before 
dosing. The solution should be 
freshly prepared for each chlorin- 
ation. Tablets of calcium hypo 
chlorite and ampules of the dry 
powder can be procured for this 
purpose and are the most satisfae- 
tory since they do not lose their 
strength if properly sealed. 

Food supplies need watching, eee 
that they are properly stored at low 
temperature. Do not allow food sup- 
plies to get hot by day and cool off 
nightly on successive days. Main- 
taln them at an even low tempera- 
ture Where ice is used see-that 
the source is reliable.

Guerilla warfare had. undoubt- 
edly been the cause of the slow- 
ing down of the second German 
offensive on the Russian front. 
In guerilla warfare, small army 
units are trained to make them- 
selves independent of the central 
command and are capable, if cut 
off from the main body, of con- 
tinuing the battle. Their practice 
is to fix in advance. bases to 
which they can retreat and where 
supplies and ammunition are stor- 
ed, In past Nazi campaigns the 
conquest of a key position was the 
end of a battle; in this one it 
is only the beginning. Even the 
German commentators have — ad- 
mitted that the Russians are mas- 
ters of retreat and “luring on” 
tactics. 

Who Has The Advantage 

Last week the Blitzkrieg ap- 
peared. to have been stalled and 
turned into a war of position and 
endurance. Which side can stand 
the increasing strain the longer? 
In the Red Army, there was last 
week no sign of decreased co- 
hesion or lack of skill, courage or 
morale. Russia’s plentiful of] sup- 
ply is readily available; Germany’s, 
on account of lengthening lines 
of communication and the de- 
struction of vast supplies at the 
base stores, has become an acute 
problem. — 

Time, too, is on the side of the 
Russians. The wheat fields of 
the Ukraine are no longer green. 
If the Russians are compelled to 
retreat eastwards and ifthey can- 
not gather the harvest, they will 
now be able to burn it. 


“Annihilated” Russians 


The Russians might lose the 
Ukraine coal and tron industries,

A GLACIER’S TRACK 

In last week's article I told of 
the great glaciers that once cov- 
ered most of Canada, but I neg- 
lected to tell how we know that 
such ice ages took place. In many 
parts of the world, Alaska and 
Switzerland are examples, there 
are great mountain glaciers. From 
the study of these we know how 
the ice cuts the rocks. Glaciers 
leave a definite track that. is quite 
characteristic no matter where 
found and these tracks are common 
on the glaciated parts of Ontario. 
So easilyare these marks Wentifled 
the geologist can now ontiine al- 
most the exact path of the ice 
and how far it reached, 


Treaes of Ice Age 

Continental glaciers still exist 
in Greenland and around the poles. 
These are quite distinct and def- 
inite and. may be the last traces 
of the ice age that occurred in 
the not so distant past. Certainly, 
they appear to be caused by much 
the same conditions that are sup- 
posed to have caused the North 
American glaciers, a drop of a few 
degrees in the mean annual tem- 
perature so that all the snow that 
falls in the winter does not melt 
in the summer. Even ae small 
amount would soon pile up and 
would help to lower the tempera- 
ture still further. 


Reason Uncertain 

The ultimate feason for ice ages 
are still] uncertain. Volcanic dust 
may have lowered the amount of 
heat from the sun that reached 
the earth or a change in the com- 
position of the air may have oc- 
curred. Whatever was the rea- 
son it happened five times, each 
followed by a period when there 
was a warmer climate. Some geo- 
logists believe that we are in an 
interglacial period now and that 
in a few thousand years the ice 
will pile up again. This, of course, 
ls pure speculation that can not 
even be proved by the old adage, 
“Wait and see.”

Artificial Respiration "May 
Resuscitate Drowned Person 
“Follow Simple Rules Care- 
fully 


Clip out these simple ive saving 
instructions, pasté them on & piece 
of cardboard and hang them up 
in a convenient spot. In an em- 
ergency, they may help to save & . 
life. 

Begin work the very moment an 
unconscious person ts taken “from 
the water. : 

Do not rush the body away. Do 
not waste time finding a better 
spot or loosening clothes. 

Once startéd, do not, even for a 
moment, break the rhythm. Work- 
ers should take spells without a 
missed beat. 

As to the Schafer method of re- 
suscitation— 

Place the victim on a hard sur- 
face. Have head, if possible, slight- 
ly lower than rest of body. With 
finger remove false Yeeth,,tobacco 
or other substance. 

Lay patient on stomach, Extend 
one arm straight overhead. Ben 
other arm at elbow. Rest head on 
hand or forearm, Turn face so that 
nose and mouth are free. : 

Kneel, straddling the patient's 
thighs, your knees somewhat below 
his hip bones. Place your palms on 
the small of his back, fingers on his 
ribs, your little finger just touching 
the lowest rib, the tips of your fin- 
gers just out of sight. 

Hold your arms stiff. Then swing 
forward slowly. Bring weight of 
your body to bear gradually on pa- 
tient. until your shoulder {s direct- 
ly over the heel of your hand at 
the swing. Time of this operation, 
2 seconds. 

Immediately swing backwards to 
remove completely the pressure. 

Wait 2 seconds. Then swing for- 
ward again. 

Repeat deliberately this double 
movement of compression and re- 
lease 12 to 15 times a minute. 

Above all, do not stop for hours 
and hours, if necessary. Do not 
stop until breathing begins or untll 
rigor mortis (death stiffening) sets 
in. 

Once artificial respiration has 
been started—while it is going on 
—tight clothing should be loosened 
about the neck, chest and waist. 
Keep the patient warm. 

Do not give any liquid of any 
kind until the patient is conscious. 
A stimulant may then be given. 
But do not let him sit up. If he 
should at any time stop breathing, 
resume artificial -respiration§ at 
once, 

Remember, absence of lung or 
heart action is not necessarily evi- 


_ dence of death. A drowned person 


may not be dead. Start resuscita- 
tion and keep at it until life or 
death has been proven * beyond 
doubt. Maybe an hour's extra effort 
will save a precious life.

Price of Grapes 
Up This Season 


Ontario's Grape Growers to 
. Benefit by $250,000, Govern- 
ment Official Declares 


Hon. A. St. Clair Gordon, On- 
tario Liquor Commissioner, late 
in July announced a price increase 
for grapes which will benefit On- 
tario grape growers by $250,000. 

The announcement followed a 
conference in the Liquor Com- 
missioner’s office between groups 
representing wineries and grape 
growers. At the conference, it 
was agreed to advance the price 
of grapes from $40 to $50 a ton. 
Wineries were represented by the 
Ontario Wine Producers’ Associ- 


fation and growers by the Niagara

the Niagara Wine and 
Growers’ Organization. 


FIRST TIME IN TEN YEARS 


For the past ten years the 
grape price has remained at $40 
per ton it was stated, and the $10 
per ton increase will net Ontario 
farmers more than a quarter- 
million dollars. 

“There was complete agree- 
ment on the price,” said Mr. Gor- 
don. “It was felt by both sides 
that the farmers face increased 
operating costs. The increased 
grape price will prevail for all 
grapes sold this season.” 


$50 PER TON 


An experienced wine producer 
estimated that. $600,000 is spent 
annually for grapes. Ninety-nine 
per cent of all grapes used for 
wine are grown in Ontario. The 
remaining fraction comes from 
British Columbia. The $50 per 
ton price will cover all types of 
grapes. 


Most of the world’s coffee 
comes from Brazil, which produces 
so much that about 4,000,000 
tons of surplus beans have been 
destroyed in the last nine years.

TABLE TALKS 


By SADIE B. CHAMBERS 


It’s hard to realize how quickly 
our lovely summer is_ slipping 
away and the products of the 
garden are marching right along. 
So it seems we should be saying 
something about pickling; especi- 
ally am I in the mood, I have just 
brought in from the garden a 
heaping basket of the loveliest 
gherkins, the earliest, I think, they 
have ever been. 

Everyone likes to have a little 
dab of everything and pickled 
beans have always been a univer- 
sal favorite. 

PICKLED BEANS 

1 peck beans (beans must be 
fresh and tender). 

Prepare beans as for boiling, 
being sure they are cut in uniform 
pieces; boil for % hour, then 
drain well, 

Bring to a boil 3 quarts vine- 
gar (diluted) and 3 lbs. of sugar. 

Mix in a paste with diluted 
vinegar the following: 

1 cup mustard. 

1 cup flour. 

2 tablespoons tumeric. 

Add the hot vinegar and sugar 
mixture a little at a time until it 
is smooth and thinned out and 
then stir ‘the rest of vinegar and 
sugar in the kettle with two table- 
spoons of celery seed. Stir until 
thickened and smooth. Add the 
beets and simmer, being careful 
not to let them burn; do not boil 
longer than five minutes or the 
beans will become soft. Seal in 
the usual way in sterile jars. 


BEETS AND CABBAGE 

1 quart cabbage chopped fine 
(red cabbage preferable). 

1 quart chopped beets. 

Have ready vinegar sweetened 
and seasoned. - About one pint 
will be sufficient for this amount, 
If strong dilute, add one cup of 
sugar, one tablespoon salt, one 
teaspon black pepper, a dash of 
cayenne, one scant cup of grated 
horseradish. Allow this vinegar 
mixture to cool and then pour over 
chopped ‘beets and cabbage, which 
can either be in sealers or a crock, 
This will keep well. 

PICKLED BEETS 

Boil small beets of uniform 
size, after washing and leaving on 
about one-inch stem, | Boil until 
skins rub off-readily. Place in 
sealers and cover with sweetened 
sugar (this should be according to 
the family’s taste some like real 
sweet, others tart.) Pour the boil- 
ing vinegar over beets; you may 
add a stick or two of cinnamon 
and a little cloves. I prefer to 
dilute the vinegar, make them 
sweet. To insure keeping and 
give’ an extra flavor place in 
steamer for 20 minutes, being 
sure to leave the tops loose as in 
eanning fruit, 

Pickled Onions . 

Peel small white onions, cover 
with brine, allowing 1% cups-salt 
to 2 quarts boiling water and allow 
to stand two days: drain and cover 
with more brine; let stend two 
days and again drain. Make more 
brine and heat to oiling point;

One of the first essentials to et 
ficient production of ezgs la plenty 
of clean, fresh water for the hens 
Eges are two-thirds water and 
water is the most economical 
source of material for egga. Hens 
are so constituted physically that 


they require plenty of water, ew 
pecially in the summer montha, If 
water is not available to them’ for 
a moderate length of time they 
will soon die. A hen will die from 
lack of water quicker than any 
other animal. Practically all the 
water a hen drinks is exhaled from 
the lungs and if it is withheld the 
lungs soon dry up and the hen will 
die like a fish out of water. 

THE BEST RECEPTACLES 

Hens have a peculiar habit or 
way of drinking—they throw thelr 
heads well backwards in order to 
swallow. Many drinking fountains 
or troughs are not adapted to easy 
drinking for the hens. The best 
water receptacles are those w 
provide a constant stream of 
ning water, preferably in open 
containers, raised well above the 
floor so as to aveid contamination. 
The water the birds are given te 
drink should be as clean and the 
receptacles also as clean as they 
would be ff used for human con- 
sumption.

VY stands for a campaign for 
Victory, started in England by Col

throughout the land, 

Mr. J. B. Priestley, recently 
broadcasting from England, said 
that the V for Victory campaign 
is designed to stir hope among the 
Nazi dominated peoples and to 
impress upon the Nazis that their 
doom is on the way. The Ger- 
mans, he said, are being haunted 
by a war of nerves. 


V Audible and Visual 

Reports from England say that 
VY signs are seen and heard in all 
parts of Europe. V's are chalked 
on walls, cut out of paper, drawn 
on dusty automobiles. 

The symbol is doubly good be- 
cause it is audible as well as visual.

PETER ENCOURAGES 
SUFFERING CHRISTIANS 


| Peter 4:12-19; 5:6-11 
GOLDEN TEXT. — If a man 
auffer as a Christian, let him not 
be ashamed; but let him glorify 
God in His name.——I Peter 4:16. 
THE LESSON IN ITS SETTING 
Time. — The First Epistle of 
Peter was written about A.D. 64. 
Place..-The epistle states (5: 
13) that it was written from 
Babylon, but regarding the mean- 
ing of the Babylon as used here, 
commentators greatly disagree. It 
probably refers to Babylon in the 
Mesopotamia Valley. ‘ 
The author of this and the 
Epistle which immediately follows 
ft is the very familiar member 
of the apostolic cOmpany, Simon 


Peter, a native of Galilee and, by- 


occupation a fisherman. He 
stands out pre-eminently as the 
principal figure in the first 
twelv¢ chapters of the book of 
Acts. : 

"12. Beloved, think it not 
strange concerning the fiery trial 
among you, which cometh upon 
you to prove you as though a 
strange thing happened unto you.” 
When we realize that through suf- 
fering God's hand is weaving us 


from the world and making us - 


ready for going home, then out of 
the midst of sorrow, we will see 
God's designs justified. 

“13. But inasmuch as ye are 
partakers of Christ’s sufferings 
rejoice; that at the revelation of 
his glory also ye may rejoice with 
exceeding joy.” There are two 
rejoicings in this verse, one for 
the present and one for the fu- 
ture, We may rejoice now, know- 
ing that we are thus entering 
into Christ's suffering, and He 
knows all about our anguish; and 
we will surely rejoice when all the 
sufferings of life are over; when 
having remained faithful, we find 
ourselves in the presence of the 
Lord forever. 

"14, If ye are reproached for 
the name of Christ, blessed are 
ye, because the Spirit of glory and 
the Spirit of God resteth upon 
you. 15. For let none of you 
suffer as a murderer, or a thief, 
‘or an evil-doer, or as a meddler 


fm other men’s matters.” Even if 


a man is a Christian, and he takes 
a piece of -property which does 
.not belong to him, and for this 
he is put into prison, there is 
really nothing to rejoice over, but 
a great deal to be ashamed of. So 
the Apostle warns these Christians 
that they should beware of doing 
anything which would cause suf- 
fering on their part because of a 
justified punishment at the hands 
of the state. 

“16. But if a man suffer .as 
a Christian, let him not be 
ashamed; but let him glorify God 
in this name. 17. For the time 
fa come for judgment to begin 
at the house of God; and if it 
begin first at us, what shall be 
the end of them that obey not 
Whatever 
our sufferings may be, because 
we are believers, there is a sure 
end to them, namely, the conclu- 
sion of this life. With the un- 
_believer and the sinner, it will be 
the reverse. Here he may not 
suffer at all, but in the life to 
come his punishment and suffer- 
ing will continue forever. “18, 
And if the righteous is scarcely 
saved, where shall the ungodly 
and sinner appear? i9. Where- 
fore let them also that suffer 


* according to the will of God com- 


mit their souls in well-doing unto 
a faithful Creator. 

"6, Humble yourselves there- 
fore under the mighty hand of 
God; that he may exalt you in 


ue time of casting all your 
anxiety upon him, because he 
eareth for you.” God resists 


the proud because they are not 
obedient to his laws. God does 
not work with the proud, he 
works against them.” Treat cares 
as you do sina, -Hand them over 
to Jesus one by one as they occur. 
There is no surer path to rest 
than to pass on to Jesus all the 
anxieties of life. 

“2. Be ‘sober, be watchful. 
Your adversary the devil, as a 
roaring lion, walketh about, seek- 
tng whom he- may destroy.” Chris- 
tlan people to-day who are con- 
sclous of being fiercely assailed 
by evil ought not to be alarmed, 
but should realize that this ex- 
periente of theirs is general 
everywhere, of true bellevers and 
that there ia sufficient grace ‘for 
every need in such dreadful times 
as these. “9, Whom withstand 
wtedfast in your faith, khowing, 
that the same sufferings are ac- 
complished in your brethren whe 
are in the world.” Resist the be- 
ginnings of evil; « mere remedy 
is all too late. If you have not 
resisted at the stage of thought, 
then summon every power of 
your sou) to resist at the stage 
of the act. Bear in mind that 
each stage of a losing battle te 
tere perilous, more difficult than 
the last.

is sedimentary rocks that 
cover great areas in southern On- 
tario, The Pre-Cambrian shield 
is well known, and around: its 
edges, and iying partly over it, 
are. the unchanged limestones, 
sandstone and shales, usually in 


e 
flat-iying layers but sometimes 
twisted out. of shope by the move- 
ments of the earth. Many of the 
top. layers have been removed by 
glacial action in places ‘but by 
travelling across the country we 
can get a fairly complete picture 
of each formation. 

Oldest of ‘these sedimentary 
rocks are the Potsiam sandstone 


of the Cambrian period. They 
can be seen in the vicinity of 
Brockville and Ottawa; partly 
covering the Laurentian rocks. 


These sandstones were formed in 
the bays of a sea that stretched 
up the. St. Lawrence valley many 
millfons of years ago. They are 
so old that they hase been almost 
worn away and only remnants are 
extant now, 
Four Rock Age Periods 

Above the Cambrian sandstones 
are various limestones of the 
Ordovician period. These rocks 
cover southeastern Ontario and 
south central Ontario except 
where the Pre-Cambrian comes to 
the surface, crossing the St. Law- 
rence in the vicinity of Ganan- 
oque. They reach as far west as 
the Hamilton escarpment and con- 
tain many fossile of the lower 
animals. Sponges, corals, echino- 
derms, crustaceans and _ other 
creatures have left their remains 
in these ‘rocks but there are few 
plants and no higher animals. 
Millions of years were still to pass 
before the animals left the water. 

The next period, the Silurian, 
forms an important series of rocks 
across Ontario. The eastern edge 
of these formations starts at Nia- 
gara and runs northwestward as 
the Hamilton Escarpment, the 
Blue Mountains of Collingwood, 
the Bruce Peninsula, and Mani- 
toulin island. Silurian rocks were 
lalid down in shallow seas and 
consist of sandstones, limestones 
and shales of .varying hardness.

BULLET HOLES SEALED 

The B. FL Goodrich Company in 
the United States, has. announced 
the successful development of a 
new airplane fuel hose which sell.

GROW ROOTS NEW WAY 

Agriculture took to the alr today 
with announcement of a method 
for growing roots on the rootless 
cuttings by merely hanging them 
up in. moist air. . 

The discovery, which free plants 
of all contact with any kind of 
eoll to start thelr growth, is of 
immediate practical us: to hortt- 
culture. It was . deseribed in 
Seclence, the official journal of 
American scientists, by P, P, Pir- 
one of the New Jersey agticultural 
experiment station, 

A home-made box is used, with 
a rubber curtain dividing the space 
into back and front. There are 
little holes in the curtain, with lath 
shelves in front. The rootless cut- 
tings are laid on the shelves, the 
bare ends, where roots are desired, 
sticking through the holes, 

Behind this curtain, where the 
bare ends project, the air is kept 
extremely moist by another simple, 
cheap and easily home-made gad- 
get. There is a trough of water 
at the top of the back-curtain 
space, with strips of ab |. vent 
cloth hanging down, acting as 
wicks to spread the molsture. 

In the high moisture thus created 
fin the air, rosts have developed 
rapidly on many different plant 
cuttings, including begonias, ger- 
aniums, phlox and tvy. Dormant 
hardwood cuttings have produced 
successful roots, 

All these plants haVe been trans- 
planted to soil and continued to 
develop normally. An advantage 
of the method is ease of seeing, 
through a glass back-wall of the 
box, how the roots are developing.

BURN WEED SEEDS 


AFTER THRESHING | 

The main objective in the control of | 
noxious weeds should be to prevent, 
reinfestation states John D. Mac- | 
Leod, Crops, Seeds and Weeds Branch, 
Ont.

Immediately after threshing opera- | 
tions have been completed all refuse | 
containing weed seeds should be plac- 
ed in tightly woven. sacks and aispon| 
ed of in such a manner as will destroy 
the germinating power af all seed. 
This may be accomplished by rotting, 
burning or chopping. A hole may be 
dug in the ground and all refuse bur- 
ied deeply, of a pit may be dug threes 
to four feet deep with a board inclo-. 
ure round it three or four feet high. | 
Weed seeds may be dumped into this 
pit which should be covered with 
chicken wire or screen to prevent 
birds from gaining an entrance. These 
seeds will be thoroughly soaked by

The main housing need in Can- 
ada now is for medium-priced 
homes for the average wage-earn- 


‘er, The Dominion loan scheme {ts 


still in operation for the provision 
of loans up to $4,000, but part 2 
of the Dominion Housing Act ex- 
pired a year ago last March and 
there is no provision for loans te 
limited dividend companies. 

F, W. Nicolls director of the fed- 
eral housing plan at Ottawa, atat- 
ed: “The provision of pre-fabricat- 
ed houses is. a wartime emergeney 
measure. In Halifax, I recall pro 
vision was made for 325 houses as 
a starter and there are others since 
then, 


PRE-FABRICATED HOMES 

Some clash has occurred between 
contractors who want to build low- 
rice homes and the pre-fabrieated 
plan, In one centre where homes 
are urgently needed contractora 
were afraid of the competition of 
the pre-fabricated houses and were 
not building, officials said. 

Under the housing plan which 
still exists the owner must pay 20 
per cent to get a loan of the other 
80 per cent, up to $4,000. If he has 
cash and a lot totalling $1,000, he 
can get a loan through banks or 
loan companies of the other $4,000, 
For a house and lot under $2,500, 
only 10 per cent need be provided,

Time: Apparently the Epistle 
to the Hebrews was written before 
the fall of Jerusalem, and there- 
fore, possibly, about A.D, 67. 

Place: We do not know from 
what place the Epistle was writ 
ten, and it is not necessary to 
know, for afi understanding of 
these wonderful chapters. 

The purpose of this Epistle was 
to reveal to the Jewish Christians 
of that day and then to all Chris 
tlans of every age, the infinite 
superiority of the Lord Jesus 
Christ, and to encourage believers 


to hold fast to their confession, ~ 


On the one hand thig Mpistie ts a 
revelation of the meaning of 
Christ's sacrifice for us, and on 
the other hand, & constant encour- 


agement to abide faithful in him. 
“11, But Christ having come a 


high priest of the good things to > 


come ,through the greater and 
more perfect tabernacle, not made 
with hands, that is to say, not by 
this creation.” The tabernacle heer 
fs the heavens, through which 
Christ passed, according to his 
mystical body, and the holy place 
fs the heaven itself, the especial

Q. How can I launder quilts? 

A. Make a generous lather 
with pure soap and a little wash- 
ing soda and ammonia in enough 
moderately hot water to cover the 
quilt, and soak the quilt for halt 
an hour. Press the dirt out with 
a wooden potato masher or a 
eroquet mallef. Do not rub or 
wring, Ringe in the same man- 
ner.

Q. How can I raise the nap 
of a rug that has become flatten- 
ed from heavy articles of furni- 
ture?

A. It the peelings of pears, or 
peaches, are covered with water, 
sweetened to taste, and boiled un- 
til about Ahe consistency of syrup, 
it will/make an excellent substt- 
tute fdr maple syrup, and ia not 
expensive. 

Q. How can I cause rag ruge 
and carpets to keep in better con- 
dition? 

A, After the rag-regs and car- 
pete have been washed, they should 
be dipped into a heavy starch.

PLANKTON AS WAR-TIME 
FOOD 
The food source on which all 
sealife depends is plankton, tiny 
plants and animals whjch float tn 
countless numbers in the ocean 
waters and are more plentiful in 


polar than in tropical waters. 
Plankton is -the main food of 
whales, which obtain sufficient 


quantities by straining sea water 
throngh their teeth. The smallest 
of fish also eat! plankton. 

A proposal to harvest plankton 
and use it as food for persons 
and livestock as a war-time méeas- 
ure has been advanced by Pro- 
fessor A. C. Hardy, F. R, 8., of 
University College, Hull, England. 
Plankton, he points out, consists of 
69 per cent protein, 7 per cent 
fat, 20 per cent carbohydrates, 6 
per cent of a shell-like material, 
and a small quantity of ash, The 
animal type contains 15 to 20 per 
cent of ofl.

New Industry 
From Belgium 


Antwerp Factory, With Key 


Men, Brought to England 
Before Nazi Invasion of Bel- 
glum 


Another new and valuable in- 
dustry has come to England with 
the Belgians. Antwerp used to 
send across the Channel instru- 
ments, prepared by a patent pro- 
cess from crushed diamonds, for 
making tungsten carbide tool tips, 
optical glass and porcelain arti- 
cles, and these were important In 
the war effort, too. A new de- 
velopment is the making of den- 
tal instruments almost entirely 
controlled by Germany up to the 
war. 


Just before the Nazis overran 
the Low Countries the Antwerp 
factory was brought to England 
with its key men. These diamond 
craftsmen of Belgium have settled 
down in complete friendliness 
with their English fellow workers, 
and the output of their new fac- 


tory has had to be multiplied many — 


times. Much of the work, such as 
diamond sorting, crushing, grad- 
ing and perfection can be done by 
men partly incapacitated by war 
injuries,

HASTINGS CORONER

Hastings. and thirty-seven other 
counties of the province may be 
without the services of a chief coroner 
if a forecast predicted by Attorney- 
General G. D. Conant yesterday 
proves true. 

According to the Attorney-General 
the change is due partly to abuse of 
the system and partly to the fact 
that. the number of inquests which 
are held has been reduceg by recent 
changes in procedure. 

Under the proposeqd new arrange- 
“ments the Crown Attorney in conjunc- 
‘tion With the police will decide if an 

inquest will be held and if held will 
designate the coroner.. 

The number of inquests has been 
cut down by the decision that in cases 
where a criminal] charge is laid no in- 
quest is compulsory and also because 
there are fewer inquests in railroad 

fatalities. It has been ascerfained the 
Attorney-General charged that in 
most of the counties the chief coroner 
has taken the majority of the inqg sts 
in Some Case, more than his assis- 
tants combined. 

In support of his statement, the 
Attorney-General presented figures 
fur thirty-eight counties. In seven of. 
these the chief coroner's remuneration 
was greater than the total for his 
assistants. In Hastings County, how- 
ever the chief coroner received $449, 
while his assistants received $574. 


CROSS CHANNEL 
TO RENEW ALLEGIANCE 


After planning for more than a 
year, two young Netherlands army 
officers have made their way across 
the channel from Nazi-occupied Hol. 
land in a frail canoe, renewed their 
allegiance to Queen Wilhelmina and 
now are with the Netherlands forces 
in Britain pledged to “help restore 
Holland’s freedom."

ARRANGEMENT OF ROCKS 


At the base of the Silurian 
rocks are several formations that 
are highly interesting to the 
people of this Province. Profes- 
sor Coleman in his “Geology of 
Canada” states: “The lower for- 
mations of the Silurian are com- 
posed chiefly of sandstones and 
whales. All these rocks are of a 
very soft nature but the overlying 
Lockport formation is a heavy 
dolomitic limestone, deposited in 
the middle Silurian sea at the 
time of its greatest extension and 
deepest water. In consequence of 
the occurrence of this hard heavy 
atone above the soft underlying 
formations, a striking feature of 
the topography of the province 
has arisen. Millions of years have 
imtervened between the time that 
these rocks were lifted out of the 
een and the present. During all 
this time the forces of erosion 
have been at work, with the re- 
gulte that the softer rocks have 
been worn away except where the 
hard Lockport limestone has af- 
forded them protection. The line 
te which the erosion has advanced 
westward is marked therefore by 
a sharp cliff or escarpment which 
reaches from Manitoulin island to 
Queenston. Heights.”

‘The Powder Keg: Sizzles 
In Russia and Far East 


Strategic Thailand 

Thailand, formerly known as 
Siam, is the strategic state of 
southwestern Asia. Beyond Thal- 
land's: northern and western 
frontiers les British Burma, gate- 
way to India. In the south she 
has a common border with British 
Malaya, rich in rubber and tin. 
She is a few hours, as the bomber 
flies, from -Singapore, Britain’s 
bastion of empire defense in the 
Far East, On her east lies 
French Indo-China where the 
Japanese have completed a mill- 
tary occupation. 

Lest week Thaildid fell under 
the rays of Japan's rising sun. 
Tokyo was said to be pressing 
Banckok for military bases and 
control of the country’s produc- 
tion, which includes tin and rub- 
ber as well as rice. Soldiers of 
Nippon tn Indo-China took up post- 
tions on Thalland’s frontier. Bang- 
kok lined up troops on the other 
side of the jungle border and an- 
nounced that it would fight ag- 
gression .from any quarter. 

Whoever controls Thailand is tn 


a position to menace all the pow- 
ers of the Far East, save perhaps 
China. Japan is openly planning 


to move in as the dominant sabisds 
in East Asia. 

Japan needs Thailand as a step- 
ping stone toward that domination. 
Japan needs Thailand's rubber and 
tin and Burma’s oil. If entrenched 
in Thailand she would be in a posi- 
tion to block the Burma road, cut- 
ting off war supplies to China. 
Thus hundreds of thousands of 
Japanese troops could be released 
from Chinato fight against the 
Russians in Siberia, 

While Japan has been 
troops into Indo-China, Britain has 
augmented her Singapore fleet 
with H.M.S, Warspite and other 
powerful naval units and has 
strengthened her garrisons in 
Singapore and Burma with rein- 
forcements of. British, Australian 
and Indian troops.

Statistics of the world produc- 
tion of rayon (artificial silk) last 
year provide the material of much 
speculation. It was a record pro- 
duction for any year, 2,380,810,- 
000 pounds, an increase of seven 
percent on the production for the 
previous year. 

Rayon was the only one of the 
great textile staples (if rayon can 
be called a ‘textile) which last 
year showed a record production. 

More than that, rayon moved 
into second place among the big 


four of the textiles—cotton, rayon, 


wool and silk—displacing wool 
and being exceeded in production 
only by cotton. Perhaps it is not 
extravagant to say that rayon is 
coming more and more to de, in 
varying degrees, a universal syn- 
thetic substitute for the three 
standard textiles. 

Economists and political philo- 
sophers may be left “for the dura- 
tion” to make what they can of 
the fact that Germany was first 
last year in rayon production and 
Japan was second, Germany pro- 
duced 825,000,000 pounds, or 35 
percent, and Japan 625,000,000 
pounds, or 22 percent.

Peach Conserve 
15 large peaches 

1 lemon 

1 orange 

1 grapefruit 

1 teaspoon almond ‘flavoring 
% teaspoon nutmeg 
1 cup blanched shredded almonds 
Sugar, equal quantities for 


peaches 
Peel. and slice peaches, .add 
orange, grapefruit and lemon. 


Cook for one-half hour then add 
the sugar and cook for 45 minutes 
until a marmalade consistency. 
Add nuts and cook 5 minutes, 
Pour into sterile glasses; when 
cool seal with paraffin: If desired 
% cup chopped maraschino cher- 
ries may be added. 
Peach Conserve with Pineapple 
3 cups sliced peaches 
% cup crushed pineapple 
1 grapefruit 
1 cup raisins 
3 cups sugar 
% cup rolled or chopped pecans 
Scald and cold dip peaches, 
peel. Add pineapple and grape- 
fruit, sliced thin or chopped very 
fine. Add the raisins and cook 
until mixture thickens. Add the 
sugar and cook until it thickens 
again. Add the nuts and cook for 
five minutes. Pour into glasses 
and cover with paraffin when 
cold.

Put sugar and water together into 
preserving kettle, bring to the 
boil, add the melon and boil stead- 
ily until the syrup answers the 
usual test for jelly. A drop or 
two of vegetable coloring makes 
a prettier yellow in color. This 
is a delightful jelly for tarts and 
is very economical, 

Grape Conserve 

4 lbs. sugar 

1 lb. of seedless raisins 

2 oranges (medium) 


1% cups shelled and chopped 
pecans 
Sugar 


Wash and stem grapes. Place 
in kettle. Mash and cook until 
skins separate from pulp. Press 
through colander. For every cup 


of pulp use % cup sugar. Com- 
bine, adding the raisins and 
oranges which have been sliced 


very thin. Boil until thick, stir- 
ring frequently. Then add the 
nuts, Pour: into — sterile jelly

Chemical Process 
Restores Writing 


Signatures of King Edward 
Vil and Queen Alexandra 
Damaged by Fire Are Re- 
stored by New Chemical 
Process 


Signatures of King Edward 
VII and Queen. Alexandra in a 
book reduced to ashes by Nazi in- 
cendiary bombs have been made 
legible again by a new chemical 
process discovered by research 
chemists of London’s Metropolitan 
Police Laboratory. 

The autographs were written in 
1883, whem the pair were Prince 
and Princess of Wales, in the visi- 
tors’ book of the City of London 
College. 

Razed to the ground one night 
by incendiary bombs, the College 
lost all its. possessions, yet re 
sumed work next day in loaned 
premises without even a sheet of 
notepaper. 

The blackened remains of its 
treasured visitors’ book were sent 
to the Police Laboratory where 
the page bearing the Royal sig- 
natures was treated with chloral 
hydrate in a 25 percent. alcoholie 
solution and dried at 60 degrees 
Centigrade. After repeating this 
several times, a mass of chloral 
hydrate crysta!s formed on the 
surface,.and at this stage a simi- 
lar solution, containing 10 per- 
cent. glycerine, was applied and 
the paper dried as before. It was 
then photographed, and the result 
was excellent, 


“Beaufighter’s”

Powerful British “Beaw 
fighter,” with Range of 16, 
000 Miles- Is Practically a 
Flying Panzer 


The Ministry of Aircraft Pro- 
duction has disclosed that the 
Royal Air Force’s Bristol Beas 
fighter carries the exceptionally 
powerful armament of four can 
non in the’ fuselage and six ma 
chine guns in the wings, 

Other details released for the 
first time: 

It is an all-metal mid-wing 
monoplame with a nominal top 
speed of more than 830 miles an 
hour at 14,000 feet, carrying a 
load of 7,200 pounds, including 
oll and armament. 

It is powered by two Bristol 
Hercules 14 cylinder 111 engines 
developing 1,400 horsepower for 
the takeoff. It has a nominal range 
of 1,500 miles, carries a crew of 
two and is “designed and. equip- 
ped as a formidable long-range 
day and night fighter,” 

It- has an allover weight of 21,- 
000 pounds, wing spah of 57 feet 
10 inches and length of 41 feet 
four inches, 

One of its features is two 
hatches in the underside of the 
fuselage which when released, 
create a dead air region for the 
crew's emergency parachute exit,
